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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Rehm does not disclose or suggest "a plurality of translators that translate 
playlists from a plurality of different non-canonical formats to a canonical playlist format" 
and "calling, by a computing device, one of the translators to translate the first playlist 
into the canonical playlist format, forming a second playlist in the canonical playlist 
format" as required by independent claim 1 . Detailed reasons are found in Applicants' 
Remarks/Arguments on pages 14-28 of the Amendment filed 07 January 2005, which 
are hereby incorporated by reference. 

None of the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, provides sufficient 
disclosure to teach or suggest the claimed steps of "providing, by a computing device, a 
plurality of translators that translate playlists from a plurality of different non-canonical 
formats to a canonical playlist format" and "calling, by a computing device, one of the 
translators to translate the first playlist into the canonical playlist format, forming a 
second playlist in the canonical playlist format" in combination with the remaining steps 
of the method for managing streaming media content in claim 1 . The other independent 
claims recite similar features which are not taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record. 

Further, it is noted that the language of claim 1 (for example) sets forth scope in 
which each of the claimed steps is potentially performed by a separate and distinct 
computing device ("by a computing device") from each of the other claimed steps. It is 
also possible that each step is performed by the same computing device, or any 
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combination of 1-4 computing devices for that matter. The examiner has considered 
this scope in light of the written description and enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 
112, first paragraph, and determined the scope of the claims to be sufficiently described 
and enabled for one of skill in the art, based at least in part on the specification at page 
10.
